The indicated allowability of claims 4 and 5 is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to Mackie. Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) 
follow. 

Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Mackie. 

Mackie discloses a punching bag, as broadly claimed having a material inside of 
it which can be considered as a filler a plurality of targets, in the form of pneumatic air 
bag switches, a whistle see col. 4, line 12 and a means of actuating in the form of a ball. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mackie. 

Although Mackie does not disclose his device as including a hose the examine 
takes judicial notice that whistle means are known to be actuated by a volume of air and 
pneumatic targets are known to include hose members.
